By letter from this Bureau dated April 2d, you were “respectfully requested to have 
“one-third of the gold coinage executed at 

“the Mint at Philadelphia during the current 

“month struck into pieces of the denomination 

“of eagles, and two-thirds into half-eagles.” 

I find, however, that your April coinage is reported to have been as follows: 


Eagles $267,200 
Half-eagles 90,000 


Please explain how this occurred. 


To correct the missapportionment in April and prior months, it will now be necessary for 


you to so adjust, between the two denominations authorized, the amount coined in May that the 
aggregate gold coinage at your institution since it was restricted to eagles and half-eagles will be 
in the proportion it would have been had in the instructions been followed literally.
